The problem of the Arab refugees was 
also. referred to this week in a report 
submitted by the U.N. SecretaryGeneral, 
Mr. Trygve Lie, to the General Assembly. 
The refugees. he said, were well taken 


care of under the U.N. Relief Fund. 
Beiwecn..Sepiember..30, 1949, and April 
30, 1950, approximately 1,000 60 refugees 
were adequately fed, clothed, sheltered, 
and given medical facilities. 
no starvation or epidemics, no increase 
in the death-rate, and the birth- “rate had 
returned to normal. 

Before leaving for Israel, it is under- 
stood that Mr. Moshe Sharett, the Israeli 
Foreign Minister, submitied to Mr. Dean 
Acheson, the United States Secretary of 
State, a new proposal intended to settle 
the Arab refugee problem.

Chief Rabbi’s Appeal to

MR. AL JOLSON 


The famous American entertainer and 
pioneering star of the talking films; Mr. 
Al Jo'son, died of a heart attack on Mon- 
day in San Francisco. He had recently 
returned from Korea, where he had 
entertained the troops—a service he had 
performed frequently in the First and 
Second World Wars. 

Al Joison was born in St. Petersburg 
(now Leningrad) 62 years ago as Asa 
Yoelson, the son of a Chazan. Against 
his father’s wish that he should also take 
up Chazanut, Al turned to the stage after 
the family reached America, and one of 
his first appearances, as a boy, was in 
the crowd scene of Zangwill’s ** Chil- 
dren of the Ghetio.”

ISTANBUL 

The ty of  Israel-bound 
emigrants from hkale, a remote village 
near Van, in eastern Turkey, has arrived 
here. While awaiting transport for Israel, 
they are being housed in a synagogue 
together with a number of Kurdish Jews 
from Persia. 

The Jewish community in Bashkale is 
one of the oldest in the world. its history 
dating back to the period before. the 
destruction of the Temple. For centuries 
it has been isolated and out of touch with 
Its members 
speak Aramaic, and use Hebrew letters in 
their correspondence. The local synagogue 
has a valuable library of ancient books, 
manuscnpts, and scrolls: 

There are at present about 250 Jews in 
Bashkale. The new arrivals, ali of whom 
are typically Oriental in appearance, told 
me that the remaining Jews in the village 
are. preparing to (leave, despite their 
satisfactory economit position. The next 
party will include Yohanna Rahamin, 
90-year-old rabbi of the community. 

Jews from the Persian frontier town of 
Rezayeh who have arrived here recently 
en route to Israel report that the Jews 


of Persian Kurdistan are’ still suffering 


through the fanaticism of the local 
Mosiem population. They are subjected 


to many restfictions and live in constant 3 


fear of anti-Jewish attacks.

Pressure on Turkey

LONDON, Wednesday 

For some weeks now the centre of 
British and American activity for the 
diplomatic prelude. to defence arrange- 
ments for the Middle East has been 
mainly im .Ankara.

Jews from Ancient Turkish 
Village

| ISTANBUL 
The first. party of Israel-bound 
emigrants from Bashkale, a remote village 
near Van, in eastern Turkey, has arrived 
here. While awaiting transport for Israel, 
they are being housed in a synag 


ogue 
together with a number of Kurdish Jews 


from Persia. 

The Jewish pore in Bashkale is 
one of the oldest in the world, its history 
dating back to the period before the 
destruction of the Temple. For. centuries 
it has been isolated and out of touch with 
the rest of Turkish Jewry. Its members 
speak Aramaic, and use Hebrew letters in 
their correspondence. The local synagogue 
has a valuable library of ancient books, 
manuscripts, and scrolls. 

There are at present about 250 Jews in 
Bashkale, The new arrivals, all of whom 
are typically Oriental in appearance, told 
me that the remaming Jews in the village 
are preparing to leave, despite — their 
Satislactory economic position. The next 
party will inclhide Yohanna Rahamin, 
90-year-old rabbi of the community! . 

Jews from the Persian frontier town of 
Rezayeh who have arrived here recently 
‘en route to Israel report that the Jews 
of Persian Kurdistan are still sufferin 
through the fanaticism of the loca 
Mosiem population.

| SCHOOLCHILDREN’S: MEALS 


THE community is so used to 
affecting this or that communal organisation 
that it is apt to show insufficient concern 
when a genuine case is brought to its notice. 
But the straits in which the Kasher School. 
Meals Service in London finds itself to-day 
are too desperate to shrug off in this light- 
hearted fashion. Unless financial help is forth- 
coming at once, this present Service, which 
was begun with great hopes early in 1948, 
will have to cease.

Under 
the provisions of the Education Act of 1944, 
the State makes a grant of 6d. a meal for 


each child, but the cost of organising kasher

UNITED NATIONS 


on the Charter of the United 
Nations. By Norman BentwicH and ANprRew 
‘MARTIN, Routledge and Kegan Paul. 18s.

In this little book the authors have performed 
an extremely useful service. They have provided 
a work which is not aimed at the specialist in 
international law, but rather at the general 
public interested in international affairs. at 
students in universities and current affairs 
classes, and at the many persons who attend 
meetings of the various organisations of the 
United Nations. | | 

For such. persons the book is well designed. In 
a brief and well-written introduction, the authors 
sketch the organisation and work of the League of 
Nations and its agencies. and then trace the steps 
leading up to the formulation and’ ratification of 
the Charter of the United Nations. The text itself 
consists of a Commentary, article by article, on the 
Charter. Of particular Value is a comparison of the 
provisions of the Covenant of the League of Nations 
with the relevant articles of the Charter. In this 
Way it is possible to obtain a very. clear picture of 
the differences in approach of the two instruments - 
to the problems of world organisation. This is 
made particularly clear in relation to the provisions 
of the Charier relating to the functions of the 
Security Council; to economic and social questions, 


of many examples. 
Interpreting Charter 
Although. the space at. their disposal is small. the 


authors have expressed opinions on disputed. points 


of law under the Charter.: This of necessity they 


‘have very briefly and sometimes. dogmatically. 
They have also writen into their text the substance 


of rélevant decisions and resolutions of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice and other organs of the 
They point out. too. that. the 
Charter is not the exclusive constitutional source of 
world organisation. The instruments’ creating 
regional agencies—such 4s the Brussels and North 
Atlantic Pacts, and the Organisation for European 
Economic .Co-operation, to instance a few—are 
essential parts of the working machinery of inter- 
national. organisation. The book, however, is 


The authors confess their disappointment at what 
they term “the relative political failure. of the 
United Nations “ during its early. career: “While 
for the division ‘between East and West 
cannot ascribed .to the Charter. the. voting 
Security Council. giving a. veto 
power to each.of the Great. Powers. has largely 
nullified its effectiveness in setthng major disputes. 
Whether “it was politically practicable to secure any 
different formula in 1945 is. as the authors observe. 
an altogether different question. They also note 
that the provisions with ‘regard. to: the military — 
obligations of the member States have. created - 
altogether an Wlusory system of collective security. 

The book is clearilv and attr: expen written, and 
a mass of cofnplex materia! has. been handled with 
great skill. Professor Bentwich and Dr. Martin are 
particularly. to be commended for making available 
toa lay public. otherwise largely unprovided with 
the necessary information, a. book of considerable 
importance.

The aim of this volume is to trace the 
evolution of the primitive Christian sect 
into a Church during.a period of three 
centuries. beginning 30 C.£. 
from the Jewish point of view because, 
as the author points out, “there is a 
deeper realisation of the mdebtedness of 
Christianity to Judaism, and of the extent 
to which the Judaic tradition is found to 
persist in the thought and outlook of 
historic Christianity.” How true this is 
may be gathered from the fact that, of 
the. seven chapters in this book. the first 


three .are devoted The. Jewish 
Environment, “The Institution - of 
Judaism,” and * ‘Judaism and the Roman 
. Empire,” 


Of these subjects Dr. Jalland writes 
— Jearnedly and what he has to tell is worth 

reading by Jews. He begins with an 
account of the Jewish Scriptures which 
became an integral part of the foun- 
dations upon which Christianity reared its 
structure. He then describes the Syna- 
gogue and its. mode of worship. the 
Jewish civil and religious organisation 
and the rites of initiation, all of which 
left a permanent mark on the institutions 
of. the Church. He dwells on. the 
geographical dispersion of the Jews at the 
beginning of the era, and remarks that it 
has .been computed that: scarcely more 
a million: Jews tesided in Palestine 
whereas in the rest .of the Roman Empire 
there were at least four-or five times that 


number. This dispersal was a- crucial 
factor. in ‘the spread of the Christian 
doctrine.

Israel

To do 
this, sow your sweet peas in Novem- 
ber in a sheltered place in the garden,

Wonderful Blooms 


The season for iris is. lamentably 
short: these wonderful blooms last

able a species of Dutch iris which 
blooms in June or even July. Of

EARLY 300 years ago, in a town 
of Morocco, so the story goes, 


the Jews and the Moslems lived 


happily together, until suddenly a 
mysterious plague broke out.

Two large manufacturing projects have 
been initiated in Israe] within the past 
two weeks. Snia Viscosa, the well-known 
Italian non-Jewish. artificial silk manu- 
facturers, are concerned in a venture for 
the making of rayon. The company has 
already signed an agreement to build a 
factory near Najanya, which is expected 
to be completed by the middle of 1952 
and will employ at least 400 workers. 

The Genera! Tire Company of America 
has already begun to build .a factory in 
Haifa for the production of. tyres.
